The selectmen report thirteen more children between the 
ages of 5 and 16 than for 1888. ‘The number of different 
scholars in school was two more than the previous year. 
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The average attendance one more. Nine scholars had no 
absences in place of five for the previous year. ; 
Schools No. 1, Primary Department of No. 2, and No. 5 
had the same teachers through the entire year. ‘The second 
term of No. 3 did not begin till the oth. of November for the 
reason that the scholars, with two or three exceptions, were 
either attending the Conant High Schovl or needed at home 
to work, and so were best accommodated by a term running 
into the winter.. Miss Butterfield, of Antrim, had charge of 
this school for six weeks and was followed by Miss Thelps 
for the remaining six weeks. Several reasons led Miss But- — 
terfield to wish to give up the school at the middle of the term 
and as Miss Phelps could be secured to take her place at that 
time she was released from her engagement. ‘Lhe School 
Board take pleasure in bearing must emphatic testimony to 
Miss Batterdeld’s scholar-ship, skiul asa teacher, general 
dep rtment, in every respect, asa lady, and most cordially 
commend her to any one wishing a first class teacher. School 
No. 4 did not begin till May 14th, owing to the snow and mud 
inthe roads over which the larger part of the scholars had to go. 
On agcount of throat difficulty Miss Bigelow was obliged to 
giveup School No. 7 the fitth week of the summer term. It was - 
not thought best to continue the schvol, and the scholars were 
accordingly given a vacation fur the remainder of the sum- 
mer. In the autumn, by an arrangement with the trustees of 
the Conant High School, all the scholars of No. 7 attended 
that school for a term of twelve weeks. ‘The bringing of the 
two schools together in this way saved the town considerable 
expense, while it gave the scholars equal if not better advan- 
tages than they could haye had divided into two schools. 
School No. 8 has had thirty-eight different scholars, rank- 
ing third in number of pupils. ‘This schoo] has labored un- 
der great disadvantage from want of asuitableroom. Much 
credit is due both teacher and pupils for the good work done 
under such unfavorable surroundings. The imperative need 
of a new school house seems too plain to call for mention 
here. A new chimney in school house No. 9, with oth- 
er slight repairs, has made it comfortable and pleasant. Much 
time has needlessly gone to waste in some of our schools be- 
cause the pupils have not been supplied with text-books at 
the beginning of the term. Hach parent or guardian should 
be careful to see that ever y scholar under ner care is provid- 
ed with books before school begins, or if there is any doubt as 
to the books needed get the necessary information from tae 
teacher the first day, "and ‘have the. books without fail the 
next day in the pupil’s hands. A list of the books used is

given in this report so that no one may be in doubt as to the 
kind he should purchase. If one is not able to procure books 
for his scholars it is as easy for him to tell the School Board 
so at first as later. ‘The School Board is always prompt in 
furnishing text-books to scholars when there is good reason 
for believing they are too poor to pay for such books. Of 
the general policy of the School Board for the time covered 
by this report little need be said, inasmuch as it has been the 
same as during the past three years. Most of the sugges- 
tions In previous reports have the furce now they had when 
they were made. 

Lhe endeavor has been to regard the interest of the entire 
town district by looking at the particular needs ofeach school. 
It is plain, rules cannot be laid down that will apply in ev- 
ery particular to our large villaye schools, and the smaller 
schools in less frequented parts of the town. To each 
school alike, however, care has been given and pains taken 
to best adapt it to the wants of the pupils in that one school. 
Take for instance what are called the higher studies, algebra, 
book-keeping, philosophy and the like. Because some or all 
of these studies are allowed in one school, it by no means fol- 
lows that they should be allowed in another. Each particu- 
lar case has to be decided by itself. The question is simply 
when can they be permitted without detriment to the com- 
mon branches, which the law designates are to be taught in 
the district schools,—reading, spelling . writing, English 
grammar, arithmetic, geography, elements of history, physi- 
ology and hygiene? Chapter 89, Section 5 of the General 
- Laws reads, ‘‘The school committee[ school buard |may pre- 
scribe for any school where in their judgment it shal] be prop- 
er, the study of surveying , geometry, algebra, book-keeping, 
philosophy, chemistry and natural history, or any of them, 
and other suitable studies.” Under this provision in any 
school where there were scholars fitted to pursue the higher 
branches they have been permitted to do so, provided the 
teacher had sufficient time for such branches without interfer- 
ing with any of the common studies, and this without regard 
to any other school. It is no good reason why a scholar in 
No. 2should study algebra simply because another scholar in 
No. 5 or No.7 is studying it; but it is a good and sufficient 
reason that he should not study it in any district school if by 
so doing he is taking the teacher’s time for what legitimately 
comes in the high school. For nine years, at least, there has 
been no change in the rule for admitting or excluding higher 
studies from our common schools.

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In the opinion of the School Board considerable advance 
has been made in bringing our-schools to a common level dur- 
ing the year. ' Our teachers without exception have done 
good, faithful work. Special attention has been given to 
writing and composition with most encouraging results. The 
copy books are commended to the careful attention of parents 
and others.*- 2 Be bee: | a 

One te cheradae this ‘remark to Bers register : Delf parents 
would make a practice of visiting the school during the term 
it would be a great help to both pupils and teacher.” These 
words will bear repeating. No parent sees a school as he 
ought to see it who only goes into it the last day when each 
scholar is trying his best to make a fair show. If one would 
know the real work done in a school let him step in when he 
is not expected, and hear recitations which have not been got 
up for the occasion. ‘The best teachers and the best scholars 
will be made a little better by knowing they are eh 


looked after.
